Evansville, Aug. 20.—The following 
letter will be of Interest to the many 
friends of Willis Decker, who was in- 
jured'in France, 
July 23. 19 IS, Somewhere In Prance 
Dear father and mother: 
I suppose by the time thie letter 
reaches homo, you will begin to think 
I am never going to write you again. 
But a. fallow can't always get the ma- 
terial to write on. H Is a. very dark and 
rainy day, here, but I guess the peo- 
ple are g-lad to see It come, as It nas 
been 'very dry up until this last week. 
We had a few awful hot days, but It 
always cools off at night, so that a 
fellow can sleep. 
How I* everybody at home. 
Say hel- 
lo to them all for mo, and tell the rest 
that I will write to them soon. All 
the boys are well, or at least they 
were The last time I saw them. 
I have been in the hospital since the 
2Sth of June. 
I got both boneb In 
my right leg broken just above the 
ankle and several cuts about the head, 
tout they are all healed up now, and 
I have my leg in a cast which comes 
up above my knee. I think in about 
two weeks they will put on a short 
one so that I can get around on the 
crutches. It will be the last of Aug- 
ust or the middle of September be- 
fore I get back with the company. 
It is fine here in the hospital, as 
we have dandy beds and plenty to eat, 
so there is really nothing else we 
could ask for. 
Of course we have 
Red Cross nurses and the Red Cross 
people bring us cigarettes and can-iy, 
they also give us tooth brushes, paste, 
pencils and paper.

really 
never 
realized what the P.ed Cross wp.s De- 
fore, but they are everything to the 
soldier. I'll say one thing: if they 
ever want me to help them again1, 
I'll jump at the chance. 
The only thing that worries me is that

My address will be the same a,« it 
always has been, and the company
